Upon this very Principle of Wiſdom and

Head of our Royal Sovereign King GEORE: 
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Not by Conqueſt, not by by the Ding 'of the 
Swotd; not by an invincible Army, Hot by 
an Arbitrary, Defpotick Will; but He was 
Gall' and Invited to it by all the States 
of our Realm, upon the Wiſeſt and woſt 
Deliberate Counſels, By ſeveral Parliaments,

Let every Soul therefore be 
fubje# to the Higher Powers: for there is 
no Power but of God, the Powers that be, 
are ordained of God; and they that Reſit 
ſhall receive to themſelves Damnation, Theſe 
are St. Paul's Words; and they are as juſt- 
1 licable in this Reign, as in any other 
that has been before it. 
The greateſt Diſcouragement hitherto in 
our way, has been, I know not what 
groundleſs Apprehenſions of the Dangers of 
the Church. But I hope that we may hence- 
forward be Obedient without all Fear, and
